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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are generally nanrative and indefinite, falling to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document 
and are replete with grammatical and Idiomatic errors. Further it is unclear as to what is 
meant by "incorporating on longitudinal guides". Also what is meant by "situated on the 
same trolley? In claim 2, lines 3 and 4 are vague and confusing. What is meant by 
"establishing the actuation"? 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
fomri the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1 and 6-8 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Karr. 

Karr discloses all of the subject matter as set forth in the claims and is identical to the 
invention as broadly recited. Some of the claimed elements clearly disclosed by the 
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reference are: a tool-bearing turret (18), incorporating on longitudinal guides (26) and at 
least a holding a manipulating device (10) for the incorporation and collection of the 
pieces to be machined, characterized in that on the same longitudinal guides there are 
placed two independent trolleys ;the trolley (34) holds the manipulating device and the 
trolley (24) holds the tool-bearing turet (18) for the machining of the pieces. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 8/22/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument, a recitation of the intended use of the 
claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention 
and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the 
claim.
